EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 25-36 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
neither teach nor make obvious the claimed limitation of the instant application as a whole as 
recited in claims 25 and 33, respectively. In particular, the prior art does not teach or suggest the 
particular subset of the process steps for forming IC by providing a strained semiconductor 
material above the germanium-containing layer and on sidewalls of the trenches and proving 
insulative material in the trenches to form trench isolation regions. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue
